There Development In Citra 


Possibilities in the future development of industries in Canada, and the 
utilization of the natural resources of the Dominion as the essential raw 
materials in such development, and the manner in which all the people 
can assist in such development and expansion of manufacturing in Canada 
formed the subject matter of a recent address by Hon. Charles Stewart, 
Minister of the Interior, before the Young Men's Section of the Winnipeg 
Board of Trade, which is worthy of the most serious consideration, and 
especially so because it is so simple, so thoroughly sound, and so applicabie 
to all parts of the country. 

Mr. Stewart did not vision a future Canada with a limited number of 
great manufacturing centres, possessing many huge plants, located in cer- 
tain sections of the country, with gigantic outputs supplying the home mar- 
ket and providing a large export trade, and largely controlled by a few cor- 
porations or wealthy individuals. Undoubtedly Canada has already created 
a number of such large industries and will continue to do so as the popula- 
tion and wealth of the Dominion grows. The idea submitted by Mr. Stewart 
for serious consideration was along quite another line. 

Mr. Stewart sees in Canada, east, central and west, in tho north as well 
as in the southern portion, a country of vast resources and of varied char- 
acter Many of these natural resources of a similar nature are to be found 
in widely separated sections, and he feels their development should be gen- 
eral and that they should be tapped at many points rather than attempting 
to supply the requirements of the people from one or two places located far 
yay from the mass of consumers. 

In other words, Mr. Stewart advocates study of « plan which con- 
templates the establishment of industries in numerous communities to utilize 
those natural resources which may be found adjacent to such communities 
and thus supply the local and regional demand instead of transporting such 
goods long distances from other countries or far distant parts of Canada. 
Such a plan, sanely carried out, would not only result in huge savings in the 
aggregate to the public, but would lead to the development for use of re- 
sources now lying dormant, would build up numerous small industrial towns, 
provide more employment, and materially assist in solving, the problem of 
unemployment which frequently becomes acute in certain parts of the Do- 
minion by reason of the seasonal nature of the occupations of a vast major- 
ity of the people. 

In presenting his thought on this subject, Mr, Stewart expressed the 
opinion that bodies like boards of trade should take up the close study of 
the raw materials of their districts, and of the markets for manufactured 
commodities. Such local studies would, he believed, reveal many possibili- 
ties for starting new industries at appropriate points, Statistics on the im- 
portation and movements of manufactured commodities had led to the con- 
clusion, he said, that many of the articles could be made at home, and this 
also applied to goods transported from other parts of Canada in many cases 
unnecessarily, because the same thing could be made on the ground. The 
possibilities of manufacturing locally had been brought home to many towns 
and cities, largely through the initiative of enterprising public bodies like 
the board of trade, assisted by the facts on file in the department at Ottawa. 
Raw material, as far as possible, should, he contended, be prevented from 
leaving Canada so that the country’s resources to the greatest extent might 
be utilized for those living therein. 

In ali such endeavors, boards of trade everywhere, Mr. Stewart stated, 
would have the assistance of the government in a whole-hearted way. His 
department was always willing to co-operate with any public body in plac- 
ing at the disposal of interested persons locations of the country’s natural 
resources. Experts of the department would be available always, and would 
be sent to any localities where their services would be of assistance. 

The policy suggested by Mr. Stewart should make a particularly strong 
appeal to boards of trade throughout the three prairie provinces, which, up 
to the present time, have been so largely dependent upon the other prov- 
inces and foreign markets for the manufactured goods which our people 
consume in such large quantities, and for which we have been obliged to pay 
high prices because of the enormous distances these goods have had to be. 
transported from the point of manufacture, | 

That Mr. Stewart's idea is sound, is borne out by the experience of many 
towns and many industries. Some of the most flourishing industrial towns 
and cities secured their start through the establishment of a comparatively 
small local plant utilizing some raw material found in the locality, and his- 
tory is filled with instances where these small local industries have, under 
careful but progressive management, grown into what are now classified 
“as among the great industries of the country. Hundreds of such instances, 
both in Canada and the United States, could be given. 

In the past, western board of trade, and western people generally, have 
possibly made the mistake of bending their energies to secure the location of 
branch factories, warehouses, or distributing agencies of outside concerns. 
A branch factory of some big and well known concern loomed larger on 
their horizons than a small locally-cwned and operated factory. In the long 
run the latter offers greater things for the community than does the former. 
All its interests are at home and it is there its growth and development will 
count for most.

per bushel on feed wheat. 


Large payments both in volume 
and the amount paid per bushel are 
} announced for the tough grades. 
| Tough No, 1 Northern payment is 
| twenty-nine and a half cents per 
bushel; tough No. 2 Northern, twen- 
ty-three cents per bushel; tough No. 
3 Northern, eighteen and a half cents

The Manufacture Of Ice Cream 


Much Information Can Be Col-| Now Becoming a Very Important

Plant pathologists and botanists in| sert a place in the regular diet of 


general throughout Canada wish to 
collect as much information as pos- 
sible regarding the occurrence of | 
plant diseases. All who are inter-| 
ested in plant life can assist greatly | 
in collecting such information if they | 
would send specimens of apparent | 
plant diseases to the proper authori- 
ties. The collector should always 
take careful notes respecting the 


amount of damage done, the extent 
| of its development and ‘other obser- | 
| vations concerning 


the disease in 
question. Many times new diseases 
are brought to the attention of plant 
pathologists when specimens were’ 


| received from farmers nnd others, In 


this way a disease which might have | 
been overlocked for several years is, 
immediately placed under observa-' 
tion of competent men and suitable | 
investigations may be commenced, | 
In western Canada the niost import- | 
ant diseases are those of the cereal! 
crops, such as the rusts, smuts, root | 
rots and miner diseases. ‘To make a! 
complete survey of these diseases | 
cach season, as well as to watch for! 
the possible appearance of new ones, | 
dernands the attention of several | 
plant pathologists. 

Much help can be obtained if every- 
one who is interested in our cereal) 
crops would report the various dis- 
eases which appear in their district. 
To make the survey complete, dis-! 
eases of other crops, as well as orna- 
mental plants, should be reported. | 
There are many abnormalities which | 
appear during the early stages in the | 
plant's life, and all interesting speci- | 
mens should be collected for future | 
study. As the plant develops, leaf and 
stem spots become common and fin- 
ally rust postules may appear. The 
spots which appear early in the sea-, 
son are often confused with true 
rust pustules, causing sometimes a 
mistaken report of the early appear- 
ance of rust. As the head develops, 
smuts, ergots and head blights may, 
appear; these are usually very con- 
spicuous and consequently should be 
fully reported. Specimens and com- 
munications respecting plant diseases 
may be addressed to any of the ex- 
perimental farms or to the Dominion 
Laboratory of Plant Pathology, Uni- 
versity of Saskatchewan, Saskatoon.

For the purpose of laying out a 
prize list for the World's Grain Ex- 
hibition and Conference, to be held 
in Regina, in 1932, a tentative classi- 
fication has been prepared by a 
special committee nominated by 
Hon. W. R. Motherwell, Dominion 
Minister of Agriculture. 

This committee was appointed as 
a@ result of the conference held two 
months ago between twnembers of the 
World’s Grain Exhibition Cominittee 
and the federal department of agri- 
culture, where co-operation of this 


department was promised to the 
proposed exhibition. 
Following its appointment this

The tentative list proposes six 
classes of wheat with ¥$100,000 in 
prizes; two classes of oats with $30,- 
000 prizes; five classes of barley 
with $15,000 prizes; three classes of 
field peas with $3,000 prizes; two 
classes of field beans with $35,000 
prizes; two classes of soy beans, $1,- 
000; one class of rye, $5,000; one 
class of flax, $2,000; three classes or 
buckwheat, $3,000; four classes of 
corn, $30,000; one class of rice, $2,- 
000; two classes of millet, $2,000; one 
class of alfalfa, $2,000; one class of 
red clover, $1,000; one class of al- 
sike, $1,000; one class each in sweet 
clover, timothy, brome grass, man- 
gels and turnips, $500 each. 

In the wheat classes the varieties 


| proposed are hard red spring, white 


spring, hard red winter, soft red 
winter; white winter and durum, A 
special class is proposed for the best 
baking and milling varieties. In the 
oats class, the varietics suggested 
are medium or late oats and early 
oats. In the barley class, the pro- 
posed sections are: six rowed, hulled, 
kernels medium to small, kernels 
long; two rowed, hulled, Chevalier 
type and Duckbill or Thorpe type; 
hull-less as well as a special section 
for the best milling variety.

Honey Exports 
Increase Rapidly 


With 


Canadian Product MNegarded 
High Favor In Europe 

Well established markets for Cana- 
dian honey appear to have been gain- 
ed in Germany, Holland, Great Bri- 
tain and France. Exports to Germany 
have more than trebled in the past 
four years, that country taking 648,- 
000 pounds in last fiscal year. Hol- 
land and Great Britain also cominand 
in the neighborhood of 600,000 
pounds compared with only 9,000 
pounds in the previous year. Alto- 
gether exports of honey from Can-} 
ada were a half million pounds great- 
er than in the previous year, amount- 
ing in all to approxtmately 2,100,000 
pounds. 

In Europe, Canadian honey is re- 
garded with high favor and no clear- | 
er proof of the esteem in which it is| 
held could be asked for than the fact | 
that exports to Européan countries; 
are four times what they were just| 
five years ago. The rapidly expanding 


export market should be an incentive | 


to the keeping of more bees. 
Canada's honey production last 
year amounted to 22,348,000 pounds, 
valued at $2,783,000 according to 
preliminary estimates recently is- 
sued. But this is a comparatively 
small amount of honey compared 
with what the Dominion can produce, 
for according to Mr. C. B. Gooder- 
ham, Dominion apiarist, there are 
still large areas of Canada totally un- 
exploited so far as bee-keeping is 
concerned and which have possibili- 


ties just as great as any district in| 


which the industry has been develop- 
ed. Particularly is this true of the 
Western Provinces, and it is in that 
area that most rapid progress is be- 
ing made. Manitoba .produced over 
seven million pounds of honey last 
year, falling not far short of 
Ontario, which is the leading prov- 
ince in honey production. The intro- 
duction of sweet clover into Manito- 
ba is largely responsible for the in- 
crease in bee-keeping, and this is a 
factor also in Saskatchewan where 


the number of colonies of bees is in-|

Japanese Learning 
English 


Desire To Learn Language Al- 
most Universal But Means 
Are Inadequate ~ 


The attendance of 3,000 persons, 
virtually all of them Japanese, at a 
dramatic tournament in Tokio, con- 
ducted in the English tongue, brings 
out graphically the tremendous hold 
which that language has acquired in 
eastern Asia. It may well be won- 
dered whether 3,000 persons would 
attend a similar tournament in New 
York or some other city of the United 
States if it were conducted in, say, 
the French language. 

The discussion of manufacturing a 
world language becomes academic in 
view of the world conquest which the 
English language ig actually making 
today, and perhaps in no other coun- 
try is that as widespread and suc- 
cessful as in Japan. The study of 
English is compulsory there from the 
sixth grade upward, English signs 
abound throughout the Empire, and 
there is scarcely a Japanese who does 
not speak at least a few words of 
this tongue. 

This intensive drive to acquffe Eng- 
lish on the part of the Japanese na- 
tion is not due to propaganda or to 
artificial stimulus of any sort. It is 
predicted on the very solid and sub- 
stantial ground that for a young Jap- 
anese to have a working knowledge 
of English is a most tangible asset 
to him in almost any line of work up- 
on which he embarks. Relations 
among the individuals of nations are 
coming to be more and more a busi- 
ness nature, and English is the un- 
| questioned business: language of the 
world. Other tongues borrow words 
and phrases from English for this 
purpose, just as English feels free to 
draw upon Greek and Latin for cer- 


| tain terms and has drawn upon 
French in the past for diplomatio 
| verbiage. As regards Japan, the 


fact that the bulk of taat Nation's 
foreign trade is with the English- 
speaking peoples is an added incen- 
tive to the young Japanese looking 
forward to and preparing himsclf for 
a successful career, 

The progress that the English lan- 
guage has made in Japan is remark- 
able, but it would be erroneous to 
call Japan a bilingual nation, Like 
|} the American, the Japanese has earn- 
ed the reputation of being © poor lin- 
guist. The desire for English is al- 
most universal in Japan, but the 
means of achieving the language are 
still inadequate. Many of the teach- 
ers are themselves Japanese who 
have never learnd properly to speak 
English, although they may have an 
excellent knowledge of the language. 
Textbooks need revision, and other 
|steps must be taken for which at 
present funds are not available.

The Newest Airship 


Is Proud Of 
Super-Zeppelin 


Germany Her New 
Behind the ceremonies attending 
the christening of the huge airship 
LZ-127, at Friedricnshafen lay a sig- 
nificance probably greater than a 
brief cable dispatch could _ indicate. 
They symbolized not only German 
pride in the completion of a new su- 
per Zeppelin, but German aspiration 
for a renewed leadership in what 
many experts regard as an import- 
ant future element in aviation 
lighter-than-air transport. 

The LZ-127, christened ‘Count 
Zeppelin,” is now the world's largest 
completed airship. It can carry a 
greater ‘pay load” than any air ve- 
hicle in existence. Because of a 
wide travelling radius, it and others 
similarly large are expected to be- 
come in time the trans-ocean carriers 
of mail, express and passengers. 

Germany is'‘not alone in the con- 
struction of new super-dirigibles. In 
England even larger airships are be- 
ing built, one for commercial pur- 
poses, with the idea of shortening 
travel time betswween London and Col- 
cnial possessions, 

In the United States design data 
and bids have been asked for two 
new giants of the air to be used by 
the navy. It is, however, on the 
commercial possibilities of lighter- 
than-air craft that modern thought 
now centres.

Automcbiles As Settlers Effects 
x i 


Be Imported Without Sales Or 
Excise Tax Under Certain 
Conditions 

Certain officers of National 
Revenue have apparently had diffi- 
culty in deciding whether or not ex- 
cise and sales tax applies on the im- 
portation of automobiles as settlers’ 
effects, having in mind that Tariff 
Item 705a provides for the collection 
of duty on the amount in excess of 
$1,000 on motor vehicles imported as 
settlers’ effects. 

In order to clarify the situation, 
the Department submitted the ques- 
tion to the Department of Justice for 
an opinion as to whether or not the 
exemptions in Schedule 1 and 3. 
Chap, 179, Revised Statutes of Can- 
ada, had the effect of exempting cars 
entered as settlers’ effects in total, or 
only to the value of $1,000 cach.

It was a pleasure to see the fine 


type of young men who were on this’ 


farm, vigurous, keen, happy fellows 
who only too evidently were anxious 
to ‘make good” in Canada. The 
progress they had made was good, 
so much so that one of our party de- 
clared that the ploughing he had seen 
that day by former city workers 
| would put to shaine some so-called 
experienced ploughmen. Another de- 


clared that he would willingly en- 
gage, at current wages, men who 


proved capable as the young fellows 
he had seen that day. 
other took off his coat and gave the 
young men an object lesson in the 
swinging of an axe, Afterwards we 
were addressed by Mr. H. Betterton, 
Under-Secretary to the Ministry of 
Labor, who asked us for our frank 
criticisms, Truth to tell, from our 
day’s observations, there was little 
but minor points to criticize, for we 
were glad to recognize and commend 
an experiment which was so worthy 
in its aim. 

An amusing but useful device was 
a number of rubber udders filled with 
water. These are used in the first 
stages of teaching milking. An his- 
toric feature of the Weeting Hall es- 
tate was the remains of a moated cas- 
tle built by the son-in-law of William 
the Conqueror. 

Back in London, after having 
luncheon on the train ag guests of 
the Ministry of Labor, we were ac- 
corded yet another high privilege, an 
informal reception at 10 Downing 
Street, by the Prime Minister, Mr. 
Stanley Baldwin and Mrs. Baldwin. 
Dignified, plain, simple, nothing could 
be more expressive of the British 
character than the unpretentious 
house which Great Britain allots to 
her Prime Ministers. As with the 
house, so with Mr, Balhdwin. The 
greeting given to ug by the Prime 
Minister and Mrs. Baldwin was di- 
rect and sincere. We might have been 
visiting the home of an old friend. 
And it was as a friend that Mr. Bald- 
win spoke to us. Frankly and 
straight out he told us of Britain's 
unemployment difficulty and appeal- 
ed to us as fellow-citizens of the Em- 
pire to help so far as we could in the 
solution of the great problem to the 
mutual advantage of Great Britain 
and Canada, That we had investi- 
gated the Brandon experiment and 


had found it good was gratifying to 
him. He acknowledged it, asking us 


not to be prejudiced because’ these 
men had been unemployed for a fair- 
ly long period, Unemployment had 
been their misfortune, not their fault. 
They were willing and sound = at 
heart. All they needed afier their 
training was a little encouragement. 
He hoped we would see. so far as 
we could, that the encouragement was 
given to them when they got to Can- 
ada. 

Who of us would have dreamed, 
when starting on our tour that, be- 
fore we went back, we should enter 
the cabinet room of 10 Downing 
Street, the Inner Council Chamber of 
the British Government, where so 
many momentous decisions have been 
made, affecting not only the Empire, 
but the world itse’f, that in 
room we should be taken into the 
confidence of the Prinie Minister of 
Great Britain, that he would ask our 
goodwill in favor of a great experi- 
ment, and that we should be abie to 
help, if we wished, in a great Empire 
purpose!

Our only regret was that 
Her Majesty, for the first time in the 
reign of His “Majesty, was unable, 
through indisposition, to accompany 


|the King to the opening ot Parlia- 
ment. Her Majesty, however, was 


able to appear on the balcony of the 
Palace with the Duchess of York, and 
the little Princess Elizabeth. 

Our unexpected invitation came 
from Mr, George Robey, the famous 
comedian, who had reserved seats 
for the whole party at the Princess 
Theatre, where we saw his revue, 
“Bits and Pieces,” prior to its being 


toured in Canada this summer. A 
wonderful evening concluded with 
our being invited “buck stage’ to 


meet Mr. Robey and his leading lady.

Explorer Honored 


Hudson's Bay Company Remem- 
bers Captain From Whom It 
Takes It’s Name 

The Hudson's Bay Company of the 
year 1928, has done honor in a very 
| beautiful way to the brave sea cap- 
tain from whom it takes its name. 

One day in the spring of 1607 mas- 
ter Henry Hudson and his crew met 
at the little church of Saint Ethelbur- 
ga, in Bishopgate Street, London, 
England, to take communion before 
sailing away to seek the Northwest 
Passage. 

The little church wag old then, but 
it still stands. The company has 
given it three windmys, and, in the 
presence of some of its leading mcm- 
bers, the first was unveiled a sort 
time ago on the anniversay of that 
communion. 

In his little sailing vessel, with a 
crew of eleven men and a hoy, the 
| adventurous captain made two voy- 
ages to the Arctic ocean. On the 
third, in 1609, he sailed for the Dutch 
East India company. Taking a more 
southern course he discovered the 
Hudson river, and the Dutch troders 
who followed founded New Amster- 
dam by building a fort at the mouth 
of the river. In the three centuries 
| that have passed the great city of 
|New York has grown up around that 
site. 

In 1610 Hudson was again in the 
service of an English company. This 
time he took a crew of twenty-three 
;}men, and set out again to find the 
Northwest Passage. He discovered 
Hudson Bay, and spent the winter 
on its shores. In the spring of 1611 
the crew mutinied as he was on his 
; way to England. The captain, with 
seven sick men and his son, were 
set adrift. Nothing was ever heara 
of the frail craft, or its crew, but, 
ever since, the name of Cuptain 
Hudson has rung through Canada and 
the motherland, as well as the United 
| States. The great company that still 
| bears that name is one of the oldest 
and most honorable institutions of 
‘our country.

Homestead Entries 
Show Marked Increase 


Activity Seen Around 
Offices In Alberta 

| Homestead entries at the various 
| land offices in Alberta are showing a 
| very marked increase as a result of 
| new regulations announced from Ot- 
| awa. Under the new arrangement 
| persons who had proved up on their 
| homesteads prior to January 1, 1925, 
| are entitled to file on a second home- 
| stead. It is necessary, however, to 
make application to the Commissioner 
of Dominion Lands, Ottawa, specify- 
ing the land previously homesteaded 
and to secure authority from this 
source to enter for a second claim. 

+ The Land Offices at Grand Prairie 
and Peace River are showing the 
greatest activity. At the former point 
289 entries are reported during the 
| month of June, making a total of 752 
for the three months’ period ending 
June 30, and at Peace River 400 en- 
tries in June have made up a total 
of 1,040 in the three months, North- 
bound trains from Edmonton are 
still carrying their full quota of pros- 
pective settlers, the majority of 
whom are either filing on homesteads

’Plane Suitable For 
Trans-Ocean Service 


German Machine Has Many Features 
To Support This Belief 

The first ‘plane which German ex- 
perts believe suitable for trans-ocean 
service has been completed hy the 
Rohrbach Metal Aeroplane Works. 

The reason that engineers believe 
their “flying yacht” is adapted to 
trans-ocean flights is because it has 
a cruising radius of two vhousand 
five hundred miles without  instal- 
ling extra fuel tanks, a boat's fiise- 
lage which is seaworthy shou'd jorced 
landings on the ocean become neces- 
sary, and a carrying capacity for 
twelve passengers, besides a crew ol 
five and several tons of post and 
freight. 

In addition the designers calculate 
that three motors will give the ‘plane 
a speed of one hundred and_ fifty 
|miles an hour, making a Hamburg- 
to-New York trip possible in the 
space of twenty-four hours, includ- 
ing two stops for refuelling. After 
tests, however, the first trip will be 
made to Buenos Aires, for it is the
